I wish to acknowledge your letter of October 1^, 19$h which 
flattered me. considerably. I certainly have admired the ex- 
cellent work you have done on United S;tates paper money and 
would be glad to help you in any way I could . 

You have stated that you wish a National Bank note for $1,000 
but do not stats what issue. I have a picture of a first 
charter period $1,000 National Bank note which was issued as 
part of the photographic set of the early issues of bank notes 
but I presume that you have that available. I have never seen 
a $50 or $100 second charter period with the denomination 
spelled out. 

I have a proof of the reverse of the one year interest note 
but you have an illustration of a poor specimen in your 
original book. 

I have extremely fine specimens of both the $5 and $10 demand 
notes on Cincinnati and St. Louis if you need such illustration 
I have a $50 front and $100 back second charter period National 
Bank note which has the large inverted bank number on the back, 
^arhaps this last item might be of interest as it is rather 
rare . 

I think you should illustrate the I8l$ issue of United States 
paper money and I have a complete set. You might also wish to 
Illustrate the Hawaiian paper money essays of the i860 period.

The 1,000 Dollar National Bank Note exists only in the First 
Charter Period. I doubt that a genuine Note is in existence 
now and so perforce I will have to use an Essai Note. 

Would you, therefore, please send me both the obverse 
reverse of this Note which you say is part of a photographic 

set. 

I do not think I can use the Double Denomination Note, the 
50 and 100 Dollars, described in your letter, but for historical 
purposes, I should like to know what bank it is on. 

I already have Proof specimens of paper money ic>sued in the 
1840* s and 1850’ s, and actually I have been looking for specimens 
of the 1815 issue. Therefore’, can you also please send me the 
complete set you have, as I would like to incorporate it in the 
next edition of the book . 

I know nothing about the Hawaiian Essais of the 1880 period. 

If these can in any way be construed as being U.S. money, I 
would certainly like to illustrate them, and I therefore would 
request you, if possible, to send these to me, also.

I want to be devilish. I feel that the illustration 
of the $^0 compound interest note dated July 1$, l66k 
used in your book is of a counterfeit. The plate 
letter/ and plate number correspond to a known counter- 
feit and there is certain poor workmen ship which is 
not evident on other pieces in the set. I am only 
working from the printed book and, naturally, do not 
have thebenefit of a photograph but if you are in- 
terested I will give you more detail. It strikes 
me that a nice addition to your book could point 
out if counterfeits exist on a particular item and, 
if so, to note a specific deviation so the originals 
can be distinguished from the counterfeits. 

Incidentally, I find I have the first and second 
editions of your United States Paper Money books 
but do not have the third and fourth editions. 

I know how much satisfaction you get out of publish- 
ing and now that I have done something for one of 
your rival institutions I am beginning to recognize 
some of the publishing problems. The next time I 
see you I am going to tell you about how Ood saved 
me from publishing “The Fantastic l80li“ before the 
Spink disclosure. You were on my list for a copy 
of the volume and I presume Ken sent it to you.

As best as I can recollect, this is one of the notes that 
came out of Fred Boyd's collection and which finally wound 
up with me. I have no idea what has since become of it. 

I do know that the $50.00 legal tender note of the first 
issue is of a counterfeit. This was called to my attention 
by someone in the Federal Reserve Bank. 

I guess sooner or later this $50.00 compound Interest note 
will turn out on the market and a better test might be 
able to be made then. 

I will be very anxious to hear your private story on the 
1804 dollar.

Deer Jack: 

The two double hubbed 1955 cents which you loaned 
to us for study on September 13# 1968 are returned herewith. 
These are the finest forgeries of copper coins which have 
ever come to our attention. Your astute associate who suspected 
these deserves a real vote of thanks. What were his clues? 

You indicated they were sent in by E. W. Evans through your 
Famous-Barr department in St. Louis and who identified himself 
by a Texas driver's license. 

The coins are distinguished by one having a lead 
colored metal imperfection just to the left of the left end of 
the stem of the right wheat stalk. This is called A, and the 
other B. A weighs li8^ grains and has an 8.8 specific gravity. 

B^ weighs grains and has an 8.65 specific gravity. Both 
appear to have proper metal content. A seems to be more 
sharply struck than B. A is thicker than B in portions of the 
edge but this is not diagnostic. These coins have been compared 
with a genuine 1955 double hubbed cent and since there was 
only one obverse die so prepared the evidence seems unimpeach- 
able. 


On the obverse of both A and B there is an L-shaped in- 
dentation on Lincoln's sleeve where a vaccination would be. 

This would have to have been caused by a raised portion on 
the die. It could not happen that two coins were identically 
dented that way. This is not on genuine pieces. Similarly 
there is a diagonal dent on the top of the sleeve near the 
sleeve and shoulder juncture line. 

On the reverse of both A and B there is a diagonal dent 
near the top of the upright of H in CENT} a circular depression 
below the left side of the right leg of the first A in AMERICA}

a depression half way up and next to the right side of the 
upright of T in CENTj an oval dent Tery near the tip of the 
stem of the left wheat stalk; and a bifurcation on the tip 
of the stem of the right wheat stalk. 

It is of course obvious that these blemishes could 
not have happened to two coins accidentally. It means that 
A and 6 were die struck, that the die was made from a coin 
having these blemishes; that the die was made by an accurate 
transfer process by a skilled forger; that there are probably 
many more of these pieces. 

We had these coins photographed st the American Numis* 
matlc Society on the same day we received them. We believe 
as you do that the U.S. Secret Service should be advised immed- 
iately before the coins are returned to the sender. V^e would 
like to write these up for the numismatic publications, giving 
you credit for locating them, if you have no objections, but 
do not wish to do so until the Secret Service has had an 
opportunity to do its work. The writeup should not be long 
delayed. 


Please advise us of your action so we may cooperate. 
These coins are typical of what we have said would begin to 
happen in wholesale quantity to any premium coin. This is the 
work of a person who is not new to this devilment. It*s about 
time for a crack down.

On the dust wrapper the word "valuates” is first 
used and then "evaluates” is used. This is inconsistent. 

On the dust wrapper it states "Fractional Currency 
issues of the Civil War era". It might be more accurate 
to state "during and following the Civil War" as l8?5 
is not the Civil War era. 

The zip code used on the wrapper is slightly out 
of date, (See title page). 

In "General Information": 

Section 1 , The first United States paper money 
under the Constitution dates from l86lj otherwise it would 
have to be corrected to 1776-9. Gold certificates did not 
remain valid, only redeemable for lawful money as you 
say later. 

The first and second sentence of the fourth paragraph 
contradict. 

The 3^ fractional currency of "1869" is confusing 
as that is the final year of its Issuance, not an identi- 
fication. 

Section 2 , The second sentence of the second para- 
graph is erroneous as the issues were often desired as 
a business stimulant. 

The third sentence of the second paragraph is wrong 
in several respects. Most issues were not redeemable in 
Spanish Milled Dollars, Many issues were paid off as 
promised. Although many depreciated, none became worthless 
until the Revolution, 

The Continental Congress was established before the 
Declaration of Independence, Continental Currency did 
not become worthless for several years after its issue. 

Its predecessors didn't either. 

The Constitution did not unite the Colonies. The 

had been united under the Articles of Confederation 
since 1777.

The argument about interest bearing promissory 
notes not being paper money is not sound when you list 
and include Civil War interest bearing obligations.
